Trustee's  Report 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Librar)^  of  the 
Town  of  Enfield  present  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  February  15,  1917. 

The  reports  of  librarian  and  treasurer  indicate  the 
successful  working  of  the  library. 

There  has  been  a  gain  in  the  number  of  cards  is- 
sued, but  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  books 
given  out,  which  requires  no  explanation. 

We  have  been  able  the  past  year  to  co-operate  with 
our  schools  to  a  larger  degree  than  ever  before  and  the 
coming  year  will  find  us  still  better  prepared. 

Reading"  is  the  most  important  thing  a  child  can 
learn  for  it  is  the  key  that  opens  most  of  the  dooi's 
through  which  the  adult  will  wish  to  pass.  The  child 
who  has  the  reading  habit  is  safe  at  home  and  does  not 
seek  amusement  elsewhere.  The  library  habit  is  self 
education  and  the  reading  that  produces  the  greatest 
educational  returns  is  found  in  books  chosen  to  reveal 
the  fields  of  science,  history,  invention,  biograph)^ 
customs  and  manners  of  other  lands,  not  fiction  and 
fairy  stories.

REPORT 


OF   THE 


Superintendent  of  Schools 


The  regularity  of  attendance  for  1916,  owing  to  the 
diphtheria  scare  and  other  causes,  did  not  quite  equal 
the  record  for  1915,  the  highest  ever  attained  in  our 
schools.  However,  the  attendance  was  slightly  above 
the  average  for  the  State.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  at- 
tendance in  a  few  of  our  rural  schools  has  not  shown 
greater  improvement.  Home  conditions  in  several  in- 
stances, necessitating  much  work  on  the  part  of  the 
children  of  school  age,  result  in  poor  attendance  and 
slow  progress  in  school.  Unquestionably  a  better  re- 
cord can  and  should  be  made. 

We  are  testing  our  pupils  individually  this  j^ear  by 
using  standard  efficiency  tests  in  the  fundamental  sub- 
jects, reading,  writing,  spelling,  rapid  calculations  and 
correct  language  forms  the  plan  is  to  give  these  tests 
each  month,  recording  the  results  of  the  same,  so  that 
the  progress  of  each  pupil  can  be  readily  seen  from 
September  to  June  of  each  year.  The  results  secured 
thus  far  have  been  especially  interesting  and    valuable. 

The  town  regretted  the  resignation,  at  the  close  of 
the  school  year,  of  Head  Master  Raymond  I.  Haskell, 
who  had  so  efficiently  filled  the  position  as  head  master 
of  the  High  School  and  principal  of  the  graded    schools 
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for  the  past  two  j^ears.  The  school  board  was  fortunate 
in  securing  an  experienced  and  successful  head  master 
in  the  person  of  Mr.  Fred  E.  Pitkin,  a  graduate  of  Wes- 
leyan  Universit5^ 

In  a  communication  under  recent  date  from  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Henry  C.  Morrison,  to 
the  various  school  boards  of  the 'State,  the  former  says  : 
"I  suggest  that  it  would  be  a  good  policy  for  each  dis- 
trict to  appropriate  money  enough  to  put  one  school- 
house  in  thoroughly  good  condition  each  year  until  the 
entire  schoolhouse  equipment  of  the  district  is  second  to 
none."  A  good  beginning  has  been  made  on  the 
schoolhouse  at  Montcalm,  but  a  new  floor,  and  seats  and 
desks  are  very  much  needed  here.  The  seats  and  desks 
in  several  rural  schoolhouses,  as  well  as  the  one  at  En- 
field Center,  are  in  an  extremely  poor  condition.  They 
are,  also,  illfitting,  a  positive  menace  to  the  health  of 
the  pupils  using  them,  and  a  serious  handicap  to  the 
teacher  in  maintaining  good  order. 

The  problem  of  providing  satisfactory  accommoda- 
tions for  the  High  School  is  still  unsolved.  The  pres- 
ent arrangements  cause  much  inconvenience  and  loss  of 
time.  At  least  another  and  larger  room  in  the  building 
is  needed. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  efficient  work  done  by  our  teachers  and  to  thank  the 
school  board  and  citizens  for  their  hearty  support  and 
co-operation.

REPORT 


OF   THE 


Principal  of  the  High  School 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I  make  the  following  report  concerning  the  Enfield 
High  School : 

For  the  first  half  of  the  school  year  1916-17  there 
have  been  enrolled  fort)^  regular  pupils  and  five  special 
pupils.  The  smaller  size  of  the  school  may  be  explain- 
ed in  this  way  :  While  the  normal  size  of  each  of 
the  four  classes  is  about  fifteen,  there  are  now  but  eight 
in  the  senior  class  and  three  in  the  junior  class. 

There  has  been  but  very  little  tardiness.  The  av- 
erage is  one  case  of  tardiness  for  each  pupil  for  the  half 
year.  There  have  been  too  many  cases  of  absence. 
The  average  is  three  and  one-half  days  per  pupil.  The 
causes  are  these  :  First,  fear  of  an  epidemic  of  scarlet 
fever ;  second,  too  great  readiness  on  the  part  of  the 
parents  to  write  excuses  for  their  children. 

Because  of  continued  misfortune  the  architect  has 
been  unable  to  equip  the  chemistry  laboratory  as  was 
planned.  The  class  in  chemistry  has  therefore  had  to 
work  under  a  very  great  disadvantage.  In  spite  of  this 
handicap  they  are  succeeding  in  doing  a  grade  of  work 
acceptable  to  the  State  department. 

Courses    in    the  practical  arts  have  recently  shown 
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marked  popularity  and  usefulness.  Among  the  sub- 
jects contained  in  these  courses  are  cooking,  sewing, 
household  sanitation,  nursing,  carpentry,  drafting  and 
forging.  It  is  a  question  worth}^  of  serious  consideration 
whether  or  not  place  should  be  made  in  the  program 
of  our  schools  for  at  least  a  trial  of  some  of  these  sub- 
jects. 

There  is  a  tendency  throughout  the  country  to 
lengthen  the  school  day.  Some  of  the  best  of  the  large 
high  schools  are  now  having  seven  hour  days.  In  Ger- 
many and  France  the  pupils  attend  school  seven  hours  a 
day  for  six  days  (in  France  five)  in  a  week,  and  forty-two 
to  forty-five  weeks  in  a  year.  Our  school  day  here  is 
five  and  one-fourth  hours  long  (five  and  three-fourths  for 
delinquents.)  I  believe  the  day  should  be  lengthened. 
It  would  then  be  necessary  for  fewer  pupils  to  study  at 
home,  and  those  who  are  doing  no  home  study  now 
would  more  nearly  keep  in  step  with  the  industrious 
ones.  A  pupil  can  accomplish  very  much  more  in  a 
half  hour  of  school  study  than  he  can  in  as  much  study 
in  the  home  where  his  attention  is  so  frequently  divert- 
ed, and  where  he  maj^  waste  many  minutes  over  a  diffi- 
culty which  a  hint  from  the  teacher  would  enable  him 
to  solve  very  quickly. 

I  hope  that  the  voters  of  this  town  vnll  see  fit  to 
allow  the  schools  limited  use  of  Whitney  Hall  without 
charge,  as  a  place  in  which  to  develope  the  literary  and 
social  activities  of  the  school.  They  need  a  place 
where  they  can  hold  debates,  parties,  exhibitions,  and 
addresses  by  noted  educators.  There  is  no  room  in 
the  school-house  where  all  the  pupils  can  assemble  to 
listen  to  a  speaker.  The  schools  could  well  use  Whit- 
ney Hall  three  or  four  times  a-  month  for  such  purposes. 

As  the  school  building  has  been  lighted  by  electri- 
city, it  is  the  plan  of  the  teachers  to  invite  the  parents 
to  the  school  an  evening  now  and  then  to  inspect  the 
work  of  the  school. 


The  State  Department  is  so  increasing  the  efficien- 
ciency  of  the  schools  of  the  State  that  in  six  or  seven 
years  high  school  work  will  begin  where  the  seventh 
grade  is  now.  As  one  step  toward  that,  the  pupils  of 
the  seventh  and  eight  grades  are  now  being  given  a 
course  in  general  science,  embracing  simple  work  in 
chemistry  and  physics 

I  congratulate  the  people  of  Enfield  on  the  excell- 
ent organization  which  I  found  had  been  developed  in 
the  school  by  you  and  my  predecessors.  I  commend 
the  spirit  of  co-operation  and  good  fellowship  which  ex- 
ists among  the  pupils  and  teachers.  The  pupils  are 
taking  hold  of  their  work  and  turning  it  off  in  an  ad- 
mirable way.  I  appreciate  the  liberal  financial  support 
which  the  people  had  provided  the  schools  for  this 
year,  for  without  it  in  face  of  the  rising  cost  of  supplies 
the  schools  would  have  been  seriously  handicapped.
